GARLINGTON THINKS GREELEY SAFE 

The signal ftice received advices from 
Lieutenant Garlington indicating that if Lieu 
tenant Greeley has acted upon the programme 
laid down when started north, be will prob- 
ably escape without serious hardship. Greeley 
Was to have started down Smith’s sound in 
boats on or befure September lst. He would 
find suflicient supplies at the points agreed 
upon to enable him to reach the Danish set- 
tlementsin Greenland before severe winter 
sets in, provided he met with no accident. 

Commenting on the subject to-day a promi- 
nentarmy otticer said: *‘fhe whole business 
has been sadly botched. It shows how ua 
Suited are cavalry officers and soldiers for 
that sort of work. The. men _ for 
the expedition ought to have been selected 
from among the sailors of New England, and 
the command and respunsibility should have 
been given tothe navy. Divided command 
and responsibility have undoubtedly made 
the disaster worse than it otherwise would 
have been. It will cost the government at 
least $100,000, and I fear it wiil cost Greeley 
and his companions their lives.’ The same 
Officer added that if the orders given by Sec- 
retary Lincoln and General Hazen had been 
obeyed, Lieutenant Garlington and his party, 
despite the lossof the Proteus, would have 

en in safe and comfortable winter quarters 
at or near Littleton island to-day, thoroughly 
equipped and prepared to push a party north- 
ward to the relief of Lieutenant Greeley and 
his comrades. 

REPORTED MURDERED BY MUINEERS. 

St. Jouns, N. F., September 17.—This city 
Was greatiy excited to-day on the reception 
of an alarming report coming from the native 
Indians at Cape York. A courier from that 
place states that Lieutenant Greeley, his 
officers and the whole colony were murdered 
by Esquimaux‘mutineers The opinion among 
ice-masters here is that arelief expedition 
should start at once and penetrate to the 
highest possible latitude, and winter there, if 
the Greeley colony cannot be rescued this 
year. 

It seems to be generally conceded by those 
who have given most attention to the subject 
that the complete and disastrous failure of 
the relief expedition was mainly due to the 
omission of Lieutenant Garlington to land 
his siores and house at Littleton island or 
some other accessible point near the mouth 
of Smith’s sound before attempting the haz- 
ardous navigation beyond. Ifhe had done 
this the destruction of the Proteus would 
have been a comparatively trifling misfor- 
tune, and would not necessarily have imper- 
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they were sent north to rescue. Garling- 
ton and his men could then, after the de- 
struction of their ship, have retreated to the 
secure base of supplies thus estab- 
lished, and could have carried out the re- 
mainder of their plan forthe relief of the Lady 
Franklin bay party by means of a sledge ex- 
' pedition up the coast of Grinnell Land. As 
itisnow, there isno party at the mouth of 
Smith sound to co-operate with Lieutenant 
Greeley, andno considerable supply of food 
there for him to retreaf“ upon. the fatal 
mistake, it is said, which Lieutenant Garling- 
ton made was in plunging into the extreme- 
ly dangerous ice of Smith sound without. 
having established at the mouth of thatsound 
a depot of provisions and a house upon which 
he could fall back in case of disaster. There 
would seem, however, to be some justifica- 
tion forthe course pursued py him inthe 
orders issued to him by General Hazen on the 
jth of June.

Garlington’s Career. 

Lieutenant Earnest A. Garlington is a 
native of South Cardlina and a son of Gen- 
eral A. C. Garlington, who lived in Atlanta 
several years after the war, and removed from 
here to Greenville about three years ago. 
Young Garlington went te the State univer- 
sity and graduated in the class of 1872. He 
was noted then for Lisstadious habits and his 


ew dignity of deportment. In 1875 he received 


an appointment to West Point. 

His course at the academy was one of 
honorable distinction. He assumed a high 
_ place at once and on graduation was assigned 
tothe Seventh cavalry. He came to Atianta 
jn the summer of '76 to spend his vacation be- 
_ fore going to his regiment. While bere the 
_terribie slaughter of the Little Big Horn oc-

Tne death of Custer and the officers. with 
him left so many vacancies in the regiment 
that Garlington was a tirst lieutenant before 
he ever saw his regiment. Soon after Joining 
it he became its adjutant. lor a young oflicer 
he has always stood remarkably 
high, accident and merit §com- 
bining to secure an_ exceptionally 
‘fast promotion. The honor of leading the 
Greeley expedition was conterred on him 
without any of the political influence which

He says the railroad from Guagamas enters 
Arizona Territory at Nogales. Obon receipt 
of these letters, Dr. Hamilton telegraphed 
Deputy Collector Grinly.at Yuma, for further 
information. To-day he received the follow- 
ing dispatchin reply: Accounts are conflict- 
ing concerning the true character of the dis- 
ease, but is attended with fatal condition. 

The latest news indicated increasing mor- 
ality. 

Ihe medical corps is being reinforced as 
rapidly as possible. Twelve members of the 
lately arrived opera troupe have died. 
Eighteen deaths were reported yesterday 
and there were many others which 
were notreported. The streets are almost 
deserted. The only sounds heard being the 
rumbling of the dead cart. The board of health 
has issaed orders that the dead shall be tm- 
mediately removed and buried. 

San Francisco, September 17.—A party of 
12 Americans who-had fled from Guaymas, 
arrived here last night. They said the peo- 
ple were leaving the city by hundreds. There 
was hardly a house’ but contained 
some victim of the yellow fever. The 
authorities had given over the work of bury- 
ing the dead to hired Indians, who went 
from house to house carrying the bodies of 
those- they supposed to be dead 
or dying. The bodies were buried 
so rapidly that mistakes were 
made and many were put underground while 
still living. This was mainly due. to the dis- 
ease which, at a favorable turning point, 
leaves the patient ina comatose state, mistaken 
by the Indian undertakers for death. The 
whole city was panic-stricken. Merchants 
had closed their stores and nailed up the 
doors and all the restaurants were closed. No 
assistance was. obtainable, Reports from 
Hermasillo state that the fever is -raging 
there. At Mazatlan its ravages are even more 
frightful than in Guaymas. 

GuayMas, Mexico, September 17.—-It is now 
clearly established that the disease raging 
here is yellow fever. All who can are fleecing 
from the city. 

Havana, September 17.—Fifteen deaths 
from yellow fever occurred the past week. 

THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 

PHILADELPHIA, September 12.—Pleuro preu- 
monia has appeared among the cattle in Dela- 
ware, Chesterand York counties in this state. 
So far about 350 head of cattle in these coun- 
ties have been effected, a dozen of which 
have been killed. Dr. Bridge, official physi- 
cian of the state board of agriculture, says 
that he has traced the disease in every case to 
a herd of cattle brought from Baltimore to 
West Chester, Chester county. Except in 
the three counties mentioned there is no 
trace of the disease anywhere in the state.

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DISEASES IN BLOOD. 


Kesults of Experiments Kelative to BHacteriaor Dise 
ease Spreading Germa. 

sUFFALO, N Y., September 17.—Dr. Rollin 
R. Grigg, of this city, who has been experi- 
menting relative to the so-called bacteria 
or germs that are said to cause various dis- 
eases, furnishes the following to the associ- 
ated press: by boiling a quantity of healthy 
blood he obtained all the forms of bacteria. 
Then, with some pure fibrine, obtained from 
a washed c.ot of biood and 
boiling it, proving that it was the threads of 
fibrine broken up into pieces and granules 
that gave the bacteria, the same results were 
obtained. Next, some blood was obtained 
and rotted under wrmth, and closely 
watched for two months, and here again a!l 
the forms were obtained that the fresh- 
boileg blood gave. From these experiments 
Dr. Grigg concludes that all the bacteria of 
disease are forms of fibrine, and, for the gen- 
eral good, requests all investigators to repeat 
the experimental work and report tu the 
public the results of such investigations.

Their 
fighting force at tris time was about 5,000. In 
Tonquin they found asecure refuge tn 
mountains which make duwn into the plain 
on either side of the Song-Koj river, where, 
despite their expulsion from their native 
country, they show a disposition to act in 
obedience to the Chinese authorities. The 
Annamese troops sent against the interlopers 
were repeatedly defeated, and by 1868 they 
had possession of the entire right bank of tbe 
Song-Koi above Hanoi. With the aid of tne 
Chinese viceroy they were afterwards expell- 
ed from the low lying country aud confined 
to the upper course of the river. About the 
same time they were weakened by division. 
Those in favor of an adventurous life retain- 
ed ‘‘the black ftlag’’_as their ensign; the rest, 
anxious for the safety of their families, 
and willing to come to terms 
with the authoricies,both of Annamand China 
adopted ‘‘the -yellow flag’ as their token. 
Those under the Black Flag were the worst 
characters, being dangerous marauders. Their 
leader, Lin Youen Fon, had gained himself a 
name in Kwangoi as a freedooter before the 
settlement in Tonquin. The Annamese have 
availed themselves of the services of both 
factions, and when, in 187, M. Garnier made 
himself master of Hanoi, it was with an 
army recruited largely from the Black I lags 
that the Annamese king attacked and 
killed him while fighting bravely against 
superior numbers, . Their furces, it shourd be 
added, have largely incresed since their ar- 
rival in Tonquin, the B’ack Flags alone num- 
beringat present about 5,000 fighting men, 
and the Yellow Flags perhaps twice as many.

@’Donnell’s Return to England—A Nthlillat’« Sunicide— 
Anti-Jewish Riots. 

Dvusuin, September 17.—There was a mass- 
meeting of the Irisn national league at Car. 
rick on-Sharron, on Sunday, at which over 
fifty thousand persons were present. Thomas 
Power O'Conner, member of parliament for 
Galway, delivered astirring speech in favor 
of home rule for Ireland. The meeting 
adopted resolutions declaring that the Irish 
national leagfie wiil never cease its efforts un- 
tila native Irish parliament is established. 
A large meeting of the league was also held 
at Mallow, at which William O’Brien, mem- 
ber of parliament, editor of the United Ire- 
land, made an address. He urged his hearers 
to persevere in their determination to win 
the independence of lreland from English 
domination by peaceful means if possible, 
but to win at all hazzards 

NEWSPAPER CRITICISMS, 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Seprember 17.—The Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg welcomes the recent 
article of the North German Gazette, denying 
that the powers were irritated against Russia 
because of recentevents in Bulgaria. The 
Journal declares that should Prince Alexdnh- 
der, of Bulgaria, failin the task appointed 
him, the peace of the east and perhaps of 
Kurope will be imperiled. 

Bexiix, September 17.—The North German 
Gazette in a leading article accuses the Lon- 
don Times of craftily sowing dissention be- 
tween‘France and Germany, by a_ persistent 
distortion of facts. 

j O'DONNELL IN ENGLAND" 

LONDON, September 17.—The steamer Athe- 
nian, with O'Donnell, the murderer of Jame, 
Carey, on board, has arrived at Southamptons 
O'Donnell maintains 2asy demeanor, reit- 
erates his former statement, that in killing 
Carey he only acted in self defense, and ex 
presses himself confident of acquittal. 

The authorities at the last moment decided 
to take O’ Donnell to Southampton, instead of 
Plymouth, Itis not known whether or not 
this course was taken because of information 
received by the police relative tothe move- 
ments of sympathizers with the prisoner. In 
reply to questions O'Donnell stated that he 
had had apleasant voyage, that he had not 
been placed in irons nor handcuffed; that his 
custodians treated him with remarkable 
kindness, allowing him to go upon deck 
morning and _= afternoon, and that 
his meals were served to him in his own cabin. 
O'Donnell hasan Irish cast of countenance 
and piercing black eyes. He shook hands 
heartily with the detectives who received 
him from Captain E. Policeman. It is repor- 
ted that O'Donnell has. said that he does not 
so much mind being tried for the murder of 
Carey, but that he is afraid that he will be 
recognized by the police as a participant in 
other affairs. The detectives who have taken 
charge of O’Donne}l are the same men who 
were engaged in ferreting out the recent dyn- 
amite conspiracy... The railway car in which 
O'Donnell will be conveyed to London and 
the carriages preceeding and following it will 
be filled with policemen.

LAWRENCEVILLE, September 17.—The grand 
jury for the present term of the court read in 
court their presentments and were discharged. 
It is said by many that it was the best grand 
jury empanelled in many years. Mr. J. D. 
Spence was foreman and Colonel T. E. Wain 
secretary. ‘The presentments were remarka- 
bly characteristic for industry, intelligence 
and sagavity. They presented almost every 
road commissioner in the county for neglect 
of duty, and also most of the justices of the 
peace for keeping improper records. They 
report about seven thousand dollars in the 
treasury. ‘They petition the solicitor general 
to enter a nolle prosequi on all bills of indict- 
ment charging parties for illegal voting, on 
the payment of all costs: by each.

five thousand dollars if necessary. 

. THE TAXABLE PROPERTY.

AN ASTROCIOUS CHAPTER OF CRIME. 

The circumstances surrounding the case of 
the state vs. Ben Hall and George M. Maugh- 
on, charged with rape and convicted at the 
term of Gwinnett superior court, are pecu- 
liarly atrocious, On the night of the 20th of 
March, 1883, there livedin Ben Smith's, a 
notorious district of the county,a widow, 
named Mary Hill. She had been a widow 
twenty years, her husband having died in 
Tennessee during the ‘‘war between the 
states.’’ She has one son,’ the only child, 
who was absent the night of the outrage. 
About eleven o'clock a. m. the _ night 
aforesaid, while she was *t&sleeping 
alone in her little pine pole cottage in the 
fields, her door was broken open and a person 
entered disguised, he crept to her bedand at 
once proclaimed that if she breathed above 
a whisper death would be 
her poruion. The criminal was 
a young man of good appearance, with a bean- 
tiful young wife, who but two years ago had 
been a maiden, Mrs. Hili’s own nephew--— 
George W. Maughan. Assoon as this deed 
was committed this poor woman, hity-five 
vears old, left her house and sought that of 
her daughter's, where she remained the re- 
mainder of the night. A Warrant was sworn 
out, but her ravisher could not. be found, and 
was only caught a week before 
court convened. The trial came 
off, he was ably represented by L. J. Gartrell 
and J. C. Smith, the solicitor general by him- 
self. During the trial he was given the ben- 
efit of every doubt as to the law and the facts, 
The jury returned a verdict of guilty with a 
recommendation to mercy. Saturday morning, 
in the presence of a crowded court room, the 
judge, N. L.° Hutchins, delivered his sen- 
tence. It was sympathetic, but firm, replete 
with expressions of regret. of his. duty, but 
accompanied by strict observances of his ob- 
ligation. The sentence was twenty years 1n 
the penitentiary. The defense in this case 
relied on establishing an alibi. They proved 
him away from Mrs. Hili’s up_ to 
12 p.m. Tie act was proved to have been 
committedat about 10. The jury believed 
i. was Hill and hence the verdict. On the 
iSth of the same month,at night two men dis- 
guised and in their night clothes, broke into 
Lerena Hill’s and Temperance’ bBarnett’s 
house, There were present alittle boy and 
their aunt, a very old woman, ‘Temperance 
Barnet: swore Ben Hall was one of the dis- 
guised men, and George Matghon the other; 
that Ben went to ber bed and ravished her, 
and the other went to Lerena Hill’s bed and 
violated her person; that while Ben was 
forcing her George Maughon was at Lerena’s 
bed and when Ben left her 
bed for Lerena’s, George came to her 
and began and accomplished his devilish de- 
sigu, both women being outraged and ravish- 
ed twice, once by each defendant in one-half 
hour. The old woman and these two swore it 
was these defendants. George was not tried 
for the crime but Ben was. Counsel for Ben 
introduced no evidence, and thus Colonel 
Juhan, leading counsel for the defense, had 
the conclusion. The jury returned a verdict 
of guilty with a recommendation. The court 
sentenced Ben when he sentenced George 
Maughon. He sent him up for twenty years 
also.

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THE LEGISLATURE AND THE DEPART 
MENT OF AGR:CULTURE, 

THE CoNnsTITUTION has purposely held aloof 
from any discussion of the merits of this de- 
partment of the state government during the 
pending of the investigation ordered by the 
general assembly. The reasons for this course 
will be obvious when it is considered that the 
case Was undergoing a semi-judicial and 
crucial examination. Now that the commit- 
tee of investigation have concluded their 
labors and made formal report of the result 
to the senate and house, we free to dis- 
cuss the matters involved and aid our readers 
in arriving at a proper and just opinion 
of the case as it now stands.

Intelligence of a burglary which occurred 
near Adamsville Saturday night was lodged 
at the city prison yesterday. On that night 
by means of a false key Mr. Henry Jackson’s 
house was entered through the kitchen and a 
quantity of provisions was stolen from the 
pantry.

Sunday nignt, Henry Falkner, a negro man 
who lives on West Fair street, was badly 
burned by the explosion of a kerosene lamp. 
The burning oil flew all over the man’s face 
and breast, burning them in a most terrible 
manner. Falkner inhaled the blaze and for 
quite awhile it was teared that the accident 
would be attended by fatal results, but yes- 
terday brought a decided change for the bet- 
ter. 

Burglars entered Mr. John Mawry’s store, 
out on Decatur street, either Saturday night 
or Sunday night and abstracted from the 
money drawer a few dollars in change, which 
Mr. Mawbry left there Saturday night. The 
thief also took from the store several pairs of 
shoes, some knives anda small quantity of 
tobacco. The theft was not detected until 
Mr. Mawbry opened the store yesterday 
morning. 

A serious accident happened to Mrs. Buch- 
anan, an aged white lady on Davis street 
Sunday. She was walking along that avenue 
carrying a child in ber arms and stepped up- 
on the end of a k in a bridge across a 
ravine.

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THE JONESBORO OUTRAGE, 


The Facts Concerning It as Detailed by Wel Known 
and Kesponsibie Citizens, 

On Saturday the last of the Jonesboro ob- 
struction cases was tried before United States 
Commissioner Conley, and the defendant, 
Mr. Bunn Ward, was promptly discharged, 

From Colonel W. L. Watterson, who was 
counsel in the cases, the following statement 
was had: A worthless negro named Sol Scho- 
field swore out a warrant against another 
negro named Wallace Love, charging the lat- 
ter with selling liquor without having paid 
the revenue tax or iicense. Deputy Marshal 
Grubb was dispatched to execute the warrant 

and, on his arrival in Jones- 
boro, proceeded to make the arrest of Love. 
This proceeding attracted attention at once, 
especiaily of those gentlemen who knew, of 
their own knowledge, that Love could not ve 
guilty of the charge, since he had been con- 
stantiy employed at the hotel in Jonesboro, 
and could not have been at the place desig- 
nated in the warrant at the time alleged, 

These gentlemen, good and responsible cit- 
zens of Jonesboro, asked the deputy marsha! 
to permit them togive bond tor the negro 
and waive the preliminary trial. This the 
deputy marshal refused and declared that 
he would have to. obring Love to 
Atlanta for trial. He was toid that white cit- 
izens had always been permitted to give bond 
im simijar cases and asked why the negro 
ceuld not be allowed the same privilege. He 
could give no other reason than that his orders 
were to bring Love to Atlanta, 

Thereupon a warrant was procured by 
Anthony Battle, colored, from Justice of the 
Peace Tatum, charging Schofield with per- 
jury. Upon this warrant Schofield was ar- 
rested by Constable Tucker, but Deputy Mar. 
shal Grupb handcuffed Schofieid to his pris- 
oner Love and dared the constable to break 
the handcuifs. The constable said _ he 
would not break ~ the hand- 
cuffs, but he would retain Schofield as his 
prisoner. Deputy Marshal Grubb_ then 
claimed that he was being interfered with 
and intimidated. Ciiizens present told him 
they would see that he was not interfered 
with and would give $10,000 bond to secure 
him from harmof any kind, personal or 
legal. To this fact Mr. Grubb testified him 
seli upon the trials. The result was that 
Schotieid was jailed. . 

Subsequently Commissioner Conley, acting 
in his capacity asa justice of the peace ot 
East Poin: district, discharged Schofield from 
arrest under the perjury warrant and then 
isaued the dgzen or more warrants demanded 
by Grubb and Schofield against the citizens of 
Jonesboro. The results of the trials in those 
cases we have printed. 

Mr. Berry, the editor of the Jonesboro 
News, says that he heard Deputy Marshal 
Grubb say, on the occasion of the arrest, that 
he “was willing to compromise the matter’ 
and evidently meant what he said. 

On the Friday before the trouble began on 
Saturday, Mr. fom Ware, of East Point the 
well-known railroad conductor, told Colonei 
W. L: Watterson that Commissioner ¢ ‘onley 
had been looking for the negro Schofield and 
when he found him gave him the money to 
pay his way to Jonesboro and return. From 
the character of Schofield Mr. Ware thought 
there was some trouble on foot and asked 
Colonel Watterson what it was, but of course 
the latter said there was none that he had 
heard of. 

Tu snow the sort of testimony given by 
Schofield he swore that Dr. Heidt, one of the

- tice with regard to a stock of 


defendants, had used an oath in nearly every 
sentence he uttered. It is well-known that 
Dr. Heidt is a consistent Christian and is 
never known fo use the common by-words of 
conversation, much less anything approach- 
ing profanity. Schofield swore that Mr. Ward 
was present and saidthe only way to get rid 
of him (Schofield) was to arrest him for per- 
jury, when in factit was overwhelmingly 
established that Mr. Ward was not present, 
but was attending church a half mule from 
the scene of arrest. 

Under the circumstances the citizens of 
Joneshoro are deeply outragrd. The more so 
as the deputy marshal refused to make the 
arrests, except in detail, because he said he 
‘ould only get bis per ciem and mileage ac- 
ounts fully means. Hence 
he matters one of oflicial specu 
Aa010D., The linvestization into the right of 
these parties 1O subje guiet and orderly citi- 
zens to this sort of persecution will be pushed 
to the utmost and it is «€ xpecte 1d will result in

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INSURANCE AFFAIRS.

on the part of the cotton men of Savannah to 
avoid compliance with the reg aa enens 
which the companies through this association 
have prese rance of cotton. 
Losses on cotton huve been for many years 
so excessive the system ot 
conducting the busin: simply a necessity. 
We have thers rules and rates 
which give to the honest insured and well 
constructed warehbous the sdvyantages to 
which they we: ntitied under their con- 
tract and. in view of their better 
hazard, In plain words, the insurance con- 
tract on cottun has been abused, and we have 
prescribed that the average 
shall be applied to all cotton policies. A 
uniform ll warehouses has led 
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rate on all 
to neglect in fire prote tion and ftlimsiness in 
construction of buildings. Our new rules 
and rates prescribe relief from these abuses. 
We give a lower rate tothe man who has a 
good warehouse and we make the man who 
will not improve his risk pay for the extra 
hazard."- [Then by the ona of the aver- 
age clause, we get pay for whatever amount 
we insure. If a man has a nailes with the 
average clause and he is fally insured the 
company pays the entire loss which may re- 
sult to the property covered by the policy. If 
he has elected to insure only partially, the 
company pays him in that proportion. Let 
me illustrate: A man bas $10,000 worth of 
cotton in a warehouse, he insures $5,000 on it, 
he is evidently only half insured. His poli- 
cy has the average clause,'a loss of $5,000 oc- 
curs, and as be is half insured the company 
pays half the loss. If he had taken $10,000 
insurance on $10,000 worth of cotton 
the company would pay the 
entire loss up $10,000, 
Noman can reasonably hold that it should be 
otherwise.”’ 

“But the companies do have such a prac- 
goods. Why the 
difference ?”’ 

‘‘Because the circumstances are dissimilar, 
and the practice also different. Companies 
will not knowingly accept insurance on ordi- 

nary property in excess of three-fourths of 
the risk; the reason is that by requiring the 
assured to carry part of the risk, the greater 
necessity will devolye upon him to preserve 
the property, and the temptation io burn it 
himself is removed. In thé case of cotton, 
the custody of the property is usually not in 
tne hands of the owner,‘’and the moral hazard 
is thus removed, and the companies are will- 
ing to assume the entire risk, and donot hold 
to ‘three- fourths only.’ 

‘If it is so reasonable why does the ebjec- 
tion come from Savannah or elsewhere?”’ 

“If analyzed, we think that the objections 
proceed from those whose rates are increased 
because of bad features in their risks. They 
have been solong enjoying the advantages 
secured through the uniform rate that they 
are unwilling: ‘to tote their own skillet.” 
They have therefore made a pretext of the 
‘‘average clause’ and because it is not gener- 
ally understood, (because the general appli- 
cation has not heretofore been necessary) a 
great hue and cry is made and attention di- 
verted from the main issue.’’ 

‘*‘We understand that the brokers will 
loan on this kind of policy.”’ 

‘‘We think this arises entirely from a want 
of appreciation of the facts, and thatit can 
be easily arranged and the rights of all par- 
ties protected.”’ 

‘Wish we could grant you space to explain 
it, but we cannot just now. We desire to 
know about the bill?’ 

“Whatl have said wasto explain what is 
given publicly as the origin of the bill. The 
bill isan attempt at so-called free trade, but 
we think it misses its aim and works a great 
injustice. To explain, the state requires all 
companies to deposit $25,000 to procure 
licenses and pay taxes at every step in their 
business in thestate. This deposit law was 
passed in the face of most violent opposition 
from the companies, and many retired on its

In 1882 the premiums, leaving cut the South- 
ern Mutual and la Home, were $794,- 
005,63, and the losses were $793 245.17, and 
the companies paid all expepses, which were 
at least 50 per cent. more. ‘The returns for 
[885 are not complete, but will show very lit- 
tle better results Insurance is cheaper in 
Georgia than it is in Obio, or other northern 
States: But to return, the law gives the bus- 
iness to the companies which pay into the 
State treasury the demands that are made on 
them,. This bill emasculates the bill of 1879 
and raakes it legal for any company to send 
into the state to adjust its losses. A company 
which has not complied with the laws can 
therefore take business for 30 per cent. less 
than the company which isin the state and 
receive the same net premium if the risk is 
placed directly with the (outside) company. 
This is manifestly unjust, Give us free trade, 
remove the deposit law, say we, but do not 
attempt to tie us down for an outsider to 
kick,”’ 

“Was there notan attempt to remove the 
dep sit law ?’ 

‘Yes; there was such an effort, but they 
could not getit through, There is a popular 
sentiment in favor of it, and it is engrafied in 
the constitution of the state.’’ 

‘‘Are there any other ob jyections ?”’ 

“Yes, many, but I will name only one or 
two more. The bill isin the nature of class 
legislation. It is expressedly only intended 
for the relief of cotton and naval store in- 
surance, If it is a good thing, 
why not extend the benefits ? 
Then —* makes an insurance agent of 
every factor, commission imerchant, trustee, 
gnardian, executor, etc., to negotiate risks 
with these companies that pev nothing to the 
state, and we presume it is not contemplated 
that all these agents shall get licenses and pay 
the comptroller for them, as we must. 

“What are the prospects of the bill?” 

‘Well, sir, itis introduced at. the heel of 

the session and itis pretty well engineered 
apparently, and from alll can learn the in- 
tention seems to be torush it through before 
members can learn its provisions and effect. 
We do not believe the state will premedi- 
tatedly perpetrate so greatan injustice on 
those who have conformed to her laws, and 
to give an advantage to those who do not 
thus comply.”’

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THE CENTRAL PRESBYTERIANS. 
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General Description of the New Church Which They 
Are About to Erect. 

The plans for the new house of worship of 
the Central Presbyterian: congregation are 
about completed and a perfect idea can be ob- 
tained from them of the appearance which 
the edifice will present, both exterior and in- 
terior. 

The building is composed in the early. En- 
glish Gothic style and will be a massive aid 
imposing structure. The frontand side pro- 
jections are designed to be of ruble marble of 
pure white. The rear portion,comprising the 
body of the church, will be of brick. At the 
right is a ge bell tower, with pyramidal 
roof, and the whole design is pure, simple, 
and extremely handsome. There are two 
gothic arched maio doors, reaching 
into the vestibules by easy flights of four 
There is then a large fourteen feet 
wide vestibule,*~ with spiral stairways to the 
Krom the vestibule there are two 
doors into the auditorium, which will be the 

argest of its kind inthe city. It is to be 
64x70 feet in dimensions, and the floor wil] 
have adecline of'three feet from toward the 
pulpit. The seats are set upon the ar 
circle, with the aisles converging to the pul- 
pit. The pulpit will be a fine piece of work, 
though severely simple in style. The choir 
gallery and organ loft will be in the rear of 
the pulpit. There wiil be three galleries of 
very considerable seating capacity. I[n the 
rear .are the pastor's study and a private 
room, 

In the basement story will be the large lec- 
ture room and the several classrooms. From 
this tloorthere are side stairways leading to 
the church floor and to the galleries. 

The full cost of the building is to be $40,000. , 
Of this amount $23,000 is already pledged 
and the plan for carrying the debt upon the 
balance is matured, The building will front 
80 feet on Washington street, and have a 
depth of 105 feet. Its seating capacity will be 
1,100, It is possible some of the details may 
undergo modification, but the general design 
as above given will be maintained. Mr. E 

Lind is the architect and has devoted 
much study to the details of this splendid 
church. It will bea great monument to the 
CIty.
